Draw the earth well up to the plant with a hoe, 
and press it firmly around the young plant with the hands, so that 
the leaves are kept in an upright position and prevented from 
spreading. It will be necessary to do this two or three times in 
order to keep the plants thoroughly covered. After fully grown, 
the plants may be lifted and stored in trenches in a well-drained 
place in the garden, deep enough to hold the plants in a sloping 
position. Set the plants close together, and cover with leaves or 
straw, and place boards on top. The plants will blanch wellina
